Most, however, were disap- 
pointed with the outcome of the election.

The former Soviet Union suffered a dearth 
of medical supplies, and Lipscomb responded 
several times with contributions, some person- 
ally delivered. Hurricane Andrew struck Florida 
and Louisiana, and Lipscomb sent truckloads of 
food, supplies, and notes of encouragement. 

Eastern Europe was spiritually starved, so 
Bison mission teams took the Gospel to Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, and Ukraine. Social clubs and 
music groups saw structural changes, but they 
adapted. Whatever the situation, DLU had a 
Bison for all seasons.

CLINTON WINS 


Instead of the usual two-party clash, this 
year there were three "major" contenders in the 
presidential race. The Lipscomb campus became 
the site for debates between the Democratic, 
Republican, and Libertarian parties, and even a 
Republican rally featuring Patrick Buchanan. The 
media followed closely, with News Channel 5 
putting a spot on its evening broadcast set in the 
lobby of High Rise Dormitory. 

Everywhere were signs; "Bush/Quayle '92," 
"Tennesseans for Clinton/Gore," and "Perot for 
President" were abundant. The week prior to the 
election, debates between the hopefuls domi- 
nated television. 

Some (who had not become too apathetic 
to vote) felt that the thorough media coverage of 
the election was excessive. DLU student Matt 


olitical process came to Lipscomb in a big way. From early 
debates to election night coverage at the student center's 
Election Central, Lipscomb students followed the 1992 Presi- 
dential race (the first most could vote in) with zest. 


Hostetler said, "I think that the media played too big 
of arole in this election. They took every little thing 
and blew it way out of proportion." 

In the aftermath of Election Night, Arkansas 
Governor Bill Clinton and Tennessee Senator Al 
Gore were the winners. While the Electoral College 
was a landslide for the Democrats, the popular vote 
showed only five to six percent difference between 
Clinton and Bush. Ross Perot, not generally seen as 
a contender after his temporary exit from the cam- 
paign, received close to seventeen percent of the 
popular vote but did not carry any states. 

"IT think that if nothing else, Ross Perot got 
people to come to the polls.... he really made me 
think about how I should vote," said sophomore Tim 
Lankford. "I think he turned a lot of heads."

Always a bittersweet event, the end of one life and thd 
oe of another brought both joy and tears. 


David Lipscomb University graduated its one 
hundred first and one hundred second classes during 
the May and December graduations of 1992. 

Spring graduation was held in the Quad on 
May second. One hundred six men and one hundred 
four women earned degrees--69 Bachelor of Arts, 
136 Bachelor of Science, four Master of Arts in 
Religion, and one Master of Arts. Fourteen gradu- 
ated summa cum laude (3.90-4.00 GPA), 25 gradu- 
ated magna cum laude (3.65-3.89 GPA), and 34 
graduated cum laude (3.35-3.64 GPA). 

The Willard Collins Alumni Auditorium 
hosted the December twelfth graduation. One hun- 
dred nine degrees were awarded to fifty-seven men 
and fifty-two women--3 1 Bachelor of Arts, 73 Bach- 
elor of Science, four Master of Arts in Religion, and 
one Master of Arts. One person graduated summa 
cum laude, seven graduated magna cum laude, and 
thirteen graduated cum laude. 

President Hazelip addressed the graduates at 
both ceremonies, and Dean Loyd handed them their 
diplomas. The graduating seniors, under the direc- 
tion of David Martin in May and Shana Pounders in 
December, sang the Lipscomb Alma Mater to the 
assembled crowd. 

Armed with new degrees, 319 people left the 
sheltered arena of Lipscomb in 1992 to-do battle on 
their own.

Youth Hobby Shop, the largest tutoring pro- 
gram outside the Metro City Schools, meets 
weekly on the property of the Lindsley Ave. 
Church of Christ as well as off Nolensville Rd. on 
Mclver St. 

According to Director Glenn McClain, the 
program targets inner city youths from kindergar- 
ten through fifth grade and attempts to broaden 
their reading skills. Most of the tutors are either 
from area church youth groups or Lipscomb stu- 
dents and faculty. 

The evening begins with a ten-minute devo- 
tional and is followed by a testing period of new 
students to determine reading levels. A workbook 
is then chosen based on the test results, and tutors 
work with the students for thirty to forty-five 
minutes. Perhaps the most valuable activity for 
the students is the read-along session, where the 
goal is to demonstrate the correct pronunciations 
and rhythms of the English language. 

In addition to tutoring, Youth Hobby Shop 
provides a cooking school for girls, a basketball 
league, daily chapel periods, summer camp, arts 
and crafts, drug prevention activities, and more.

Brown noted the effectiveness of her skit group 
in teaching the creation story to children in grades 
2-4. "It helped us communicate and helped them 
remember the lesson, "she said. 

The ministry has helped Brown establish 
close relationships with several students. "One 
girl named Stephanie gives me a hug every time 
she sees me," she said.

The city of one hundred spires--known to the 
natives as Praha, Prague, Czechoslovakia, has 
been a cultural and educational center for almost 
fifteen centuries in the heart of central Europe. 
With a population of over one million, Prague has 
led Czechoslovakia's dramatic economic recov- 
ery as it switched over to a market economy 
serving as a beacon for other former Communist 
nations. 

For the summer of 1992, seven Lipscomb 
students--Tim West, Jason Bembry, Clark Ar- 
cher, Jennifer Foster, Michelle Swenson, Loren 
Wisehart, and Chris Lovingood--joined some 
thirty other Christians from across the nation to 
lift up Jesus by teaching English through the 
Bible. Two hundred Czechs participated in the 
classes, and close friendships were made by all.

On August 31, 1991, two DLU students left on 
a trip they will never forget. Cami Pace and Jason 
Bembry spent a year in Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
studying at Charles University and teaching En- 
glish to Czech students using the Bible. One of 
the foremost universities in central Europe, Charles 
was founded in the fourteenth century. 

Cami explains, "Our purpose for being there 
was to spend time with the Czech students. We 
pretty much did whatever they wanted to do, 
talked about what they wanted to talk about, 
socialized with them. We wanted to be living 
Christian examples for them." 

When Cami and Jason were there, most of the 
foreign students were housed in a medical dorm.

KIEV, UKRAINE 


A fourteen hour train ride from Moscow took 
sixteen Lipscomb students a long way from home 
in more ways than one. Ukraine is a country just 
beginning to recover from 74 years of Commu- 
nism, and a program called Let's Start Talking is 
taking advantage of new opportunities with short- 
term missionaries like Lipscomb's. 

The six-week effort was organized and led by 
Doug Varnado. The students who participated 
became teachers, using the book of Luke in work- 
book form as their text. Over 225 Ukrainians of 
all ages, most already having a working knowI- 
edge of English, polished their language skills 
while studying the story of Jesus. Many had little 
or no knowledge of Christianity, and a large 
number professed no belief in God due to their 
upbringing. 

A secondary benefit of the trip was transport- 
ing $85,000 worth of medical supplies to hospi- 
tals in Kiev. Boxes were taken to four different 
hospitals, including a children's hospital and a 
hospital purely for the treatment of Chernobyl 
victims. 

Four students went directly from Kiev to Prague 
for another six-week stint, but the others found six 
weeks in the Eastern Bloc to be plenty, returning 
to the U. S. via London after an end meeting with 
other teams from throughout Europe.

Scott received a rude wel- 
come to Soviet culture when he had to pay and buy 
gifts for a customs official before he could leave 
Moscow's Sheremteyevo Airport to travel to Kiev. 

"The language barrier is the toughest part," said 
Scott, after five months in the city. "Having trouble 
communicating with people is really frustrating." 

Mike and Scott will help make arrangements for 
the two Lipscomb teams which will continue last 
summer's work, and, in the meantime, they teach 
English and the Bible at elementary and secondary 
schools and continue reading the Bible with inter- 
ested people. 

"The most exciting part of the work here is 
watching the church grow as people come to a 
knowledge of Christ for the first time," says Mike, 
and Scott agrees: "The enthusiasm for Jesus here 
makes all the challenges seem minor."

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The 1992-93 basketball season 
continued to provide the high level of 
intensity that Lipscomb University 
basketball fans have come to expect 
over the past decade. 

The Bisons battled twice at 
Vanderbilt's Memorial Gymnasium, 
with its capacity of over 15,000 a 
little larger than the capacity of DLU's 
home floor, McQuiddy Gym. 
Lipscomb's second meeting with 
Belmont University and intracity 
matchup with NCAA Division I Ten- 
nessee State University provided an 
exciting change of venue.

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Lipscomb University's 1991-92 
basketball season came to a screech- 
ing halt in the second round of the 
55th Annual NAIA National Basket- 
ball Championship. 

En route to their third straight 
national tournament appearance, the 
Bisons won other prestigious titles, 
including the sixth annual TCAC 
Commissioner's Tournament, the 
1991 Purity-Bison Classic, and the 
1991-92 TCAC Championship. 

The season was also highlighted 
by some individual honors. Center 
John Pierce was honored for another 
outstanding season by being named 
First Team NAIA All-American, First 
Team National Association of Bas- 
ketball Coaches, District 24 Player of 
the Year, and TCAC Player of the 
Yat. 

Junior Jerry Meyer was named 
NAIA All-American Honorable 
Mention and Second Team All- 
American by the NABC. 

The Bisons advanced to last year's 
national tournament as one of eight 
at-large teams after being upset 109- 
104 in the semifinals of the district 
tournament by eventual District 24 
champion Union University. The

Bisons entered the tournament as the 
11th seed and drew The University of 
Findlay (Ohio) in the first round. 
Findlay hit two free throws with 
only six seconds left, putting the 
Bisons down by one with the length 
of the court to go. With 1.5 seconds 
left, Andy McQueen swished a soft 
two-pointer that gave the Bisons a 
thrilling 67-66 opening round win. 

Game two was a different story as 
the Bisons faced experienced 
Brigham Young-Hawaii. Lipscomb 
jumped out in front early, but the 
Seasiders came storming back late in 
the first half and never looked back in 
ending the Bisons’ 1991-92 season 
with a final score of 90-66. The loss 
was hard to swallow but not devastat- 
ing for a program that teaches its 
players that there is more to basket- 
ball than winning and losing. 

Head Coach Don Meyer achieved 
his 500th win during the early part of 
the '92-'93 season. Though he was 
also head coach for Hamline Univer- 
sity, over 470 of his head coaching 
victories have come in his 18 seasons 
at DLU.

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Bison baseball finishes tenth in nation 


The 1991-92 Bisons ended the 
season at 35-16 overall, ranked tenth 
in the final NAIA poll. They received 
a disappointing loss in a four-way 
coin flip with Union University, 
Clinch Valley, and Alice Lloyd Col- 
lege for the right to advance to the 
District 24 Tournament. 

The Bisons were led in 1992 by 
All-American Brent McNutt, who 
compiled a .424 batting average. 
McNutt was named the team's Most 
Valuable Player, an honor he also 
won as a sophomore. Other top hit- 
ters included junior Joey Henson, 
.365; senior Stephan Britt, .351; and 
sophomore Bailey Heflin, .329. 

Brian Mast was the Bisons' top 
pitcher, ending his junior season with 
a9-4 record, 96 strikeouts, anda 2.42 
earned run average. Other top pitch- 
ers were Troy Rorex, 6-1; Matt 
Alexander, 6-4 (including a no-hit- 
ter); Alex Irons, 6-1; and Brian 
Womble, 5-3. At one point, Rorex 
pitched 24 consecutive scoreless in- 
nings, believed to be a Bison record. 

The fall '92 season ended with a 
record of 12-2-2. The fall is primarily 
a practice session and is very impor- 
tant to the formation of the team.

sitions," said Bison Head Coach Ken 
Dugan. "Fall season gives me achance 
to do this without the pressure of 
winning." 

The Bisons had an abundance of 
young talent this year, so the job of 
filling the positions was a tough one. 
"We played just about all of our 
centerfield just to see who is going to 
play center," Dugan said. Most of the 
outfielders were sophomores. 

The pitching was the most experi- 
enced aspect of the team. There were 
four seniors and one junior on the 
pitching staff. The seniors were Matt 
Alexander, Brian Mast, Troy Rorex, 
and Brian Womble. Gary Johnson 
was the lone junior on the staff. 

Fan attendance and support played 
a big factor during the season. Last 
year was the first year that fans with- 
out Lipscomb IDs were charged ad- 
mission to the games, and many were 
surprised at the amount of money 
taken in.

These were the words of Lipscomb 
University baseball coach Ken Dugan 
moments after earning career win 
number 1000 on March 14. Dugan 
joins an elite club, becoming only the 
eighth active coach in college base- 
ball to win 1000 games. 

Now in his 33rd year as Bison 
head coach, Dugan earned win num- 
ber 1000 at the field bearing his name 
witha 10-0 victory over Saint Francis 
in the first game of the Bisons' double- 
header sweep of the visiting Cougars 
from Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

Junior Brian Mast was the win- 
ning pitcher, throwing five innings 
and allowing only one hit. The 6'7" 
righthander from Bremen, Ohio, said 
he was honored to throw Dugan's 
1000th win. 

"We've known the 1000th victory 
was coming and we've been looking 
forward to it ever since I've been 
here," said Mast. "It was a great privi- 
lege to pitch for Coach Dugan and get 
that 1000th victory." 

In a brief ceremony following the

game, Dugan was presented a plaque 
recognizing the win, a 1000th win 
cake, and a $1000 check from 
Lipscomb President Harold Hazelip. 

"T wish we could give you a thou- 
sand dollars for each win, but we 
settled for one dollar for each win," 
Hazelip told Dugan. 

"Ken Dugan has established a 
reputation for knowing the game, for 
caring about his players, for playing 
the game well. He really established 
Lipscomb athletics on a national ba- 
sis. He has run his program with 
integrity, and has sometimes paid 
high prices for that. But it only deep- 
ens our appreciation for him," said 
Hazelip. 

Dugan still holds Bison baseball 
records for his .456 batting average 
and .824 slugging percentage in 1956. 
Including the Bisons' 1991 District 
24 Championship, Lipscomb has won 
fifteen district titles, posted 31 win- 
ning seasons under Dugan's guid- 
ance, and produced 32 All-Ameri- 
cans.

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In January of 1993, President 
Hazelip announced that Lipscomb 
would compete in two new intercol- 
legiate sports: women's volleyball 
and men's soccer. 

The sports would be implemented 
and their teams become members of 
the TCAC District 24 in the fall of 
1993, said Sports Information Direc- 
tor Andy Lane. 

The additions to Lipscomb athlet- 
ics were the result of recommenda- 
tions by the school's Athletic Com- 
mittee. According to Lane, the possi- 
bilities for implementation had been 
studied for some time and the Com- 
mittee continues to look for other 
sports to be added. 


Along with the new sports, DLU's 
intercollegiate athletic program will 
include the existing men's programs 
in basketball, baseball, tennis, golf, 
and cross country, with women's 
squads in basketball, cross country, 
and tennis.

Lady Bison Head Coach Frank 
Bennett began the 1992-93 season 
with mixed emotions. Bennett re- 
gretted losing Lady Bison all-time 
leading scorer Chery] Smith, all-time 
leading rebounder Nina Hausmann, 
and All-Conference player Deborah 
Spencer. However, he anticipated big 
contributions from five players new 
to the program. 

Among the new faces in Lady 
Bison uniforms were Amy Fuller and 
Karen Killen. Fuller graduated from 
Lipscomb High School in 1987 and 
was a two-time Tennessee Class AA 
Player of the Year. She signed with 
the University of Virginia and played 
only one season due to a shoulder 
injury. Killen was named Miss Ala- 
bama Basketball and signed to play 
with the University of Kentucky. 
After playing a season and a half, 
Killen transferred to Lipscomb. 

Coach Bennett also added team 
members Lynn Randolph from 
Upperman High School and Beth 
Stewart from Cannon County High 
School. Christina Niebruegge re- 
turned after redshirting last year. 

The Lady Bisons began the sea- 
son successfully, defeating key op- 
ponents such as Belmont and Union.

Sophomore player Jennifer Wood 
was optimistic about the developing 
team. "I think this year's team has 
brought the Lady Bisons up to a new 
level of play," said Wood. "The addi- 
tion of a couple of new players, the 
hard work of the freshmen, and the 
stability of the veterans has led us to 
one of the highest national rankings 
the Lady Bisons have ever had." 

With the surprise emergence of 7 
Lipscomb's women as an NAIA  , 
power (they were unranked in the 
preseason poll but vaulted to fifth in 
the first poll of the season), Tennes- 
see continues to solidify its status as 
the premier state for women's basket- 
ball. In addition to national high 
school champion Shelbyville, the 
state found itself the home of the two 
top-ranked teams in NCAA Division 
I women's basketball: Vanderbilt 
and Tennessee were ranked #1 and 
#2, respectively, in January. 

Wood credits coaching for the 
Lady Bisons' quick start: "...we could 
never have progressed this far with- 
out the tremendous coaching and 
dedication from Coach Bennett and 
Coach St. John."

Each summer, Don Meyer, director, sees thou- 
sands of youngsters converge on the Lipscomb 
campus for one week sessions of the DLU Sum- 
mer Sports Camps.

UKRAINE TO U. S. 


Students from Kiev and Odessa add an 
Eastern European flair to DLU 


Even though it is a world 
apart from his home, Alexander 
"Sasha" Pivovarsky says, "I feel 
at home here in the South." He 
and Dimitry Shamootin are botha 
long way from their native Ukraine 
as they study at Lipscomb. 

Pivovarsky, from Kiev, 
came {to the U. S. in June for a 
special program at Harvard, trav- 
eling from Boston to Nashville in 
August for the fall semester at 
Lipscomb. 

Shamootin comes from a 
more southern clime in Odessa; 
the climate is one thing which 
makes him feel comfortable--the 
weather, he says, is exactly the 
same in Nashville and Odessa. 
Shamootin plans to complete his 
degree in business administration 
at Lipscomb, returning to some 


business in Ukraine. 

Pivovarsky will return to 
Ukraine after the school year, 
graduating from Kiev University 
in June. He hopes to attend gradu- 
ate school so he can teach public 
policy at the university and work 
for the government. 

Both Pivovarsky and 
Shamootin miss their home cities 
and their families, but they have 
adapted well to life at Lipscomb 
and say that people here are much 
friendlier than they are in Boston 
and California, where they lived 
before. Professors are "very co- 
operative,’ they say, and their 
studies are going well. Their pres- 
ence has allowed Lipscomb to 
experience the positive effects of 
the post-Cold War world.

SCAN AND RUN 


The abuse of a privilege not only breaks the rules, 
it annoys conscientious students 


Maybe not as deadly as a hit 
and run, "scan and run" is equally 
as demoralizing to Lipscomb stu- 
dents who faithfully attend chapel 
every day. Scanning and running 
is a definite problem; while there 
are many students who have not 
and do not scan their cards and 
leave, many students get by with 
this regularly. 

The "scan and run" problem 
has proven to be one of the major 
disadvantages of switching from 
assigned seats in chapel to scan- 
ning I. D. cards in order to be 
counted present. While there is 
staff posted at the exits to watch 
for those who practice this crime, 
many people have figured out how 
to evade detection. 

Those who practice scanning 
and running are unfair to all the 


students who scan and do stay in 
chapel; it is also dishonest be- 
cause of the deception involved. 
Scanning and running is breaking 
a rule that each student agrees to 
abide by when applying to 
Lipscomb in the first place. 
Another problem, not as 
widespread as scanning and run- 
ning but still disturbing, is people 
scanning multiple cards. This is 
not only dishonest on the part of 
those who have their cards 
scanned, it is also dishonest for 
the person who scans the cards. 
Chapel can be a great expe- 
rience because of both fellowship 
and worship, but it can only be 
enjoyed by those present. The 
“scan and run" philosophy short- 
changes most those who adopt it.

DAILY BIBLE AT DLU 


Having a Bible Class daily may be required, but it does not have to be mundane 


The word "daily" in front of "Bible" has 
unfortunately come to be interpreted by many 
as drudgery. But daily Bible, though some- 
times difficult to schedule, can be extremely 
beneficial because of the opportunities to study 
the Scriptures and interact with professors and 
other students on spiritual subjects. 

Most Bible teachers try to do something to 
capture the attention of students and make the 
daily nature of Bible classes an advantage 
rather than a drawback. Five such teachers, 
whose courseloads range from freshman Bible 
and daily classes to specialized and graduate 
classes in missions, Hebrew, and Greek, are 
Terry Briley, Harvey Floyd, Randy Harris, 
Rob Mossack, and Doug Varnado. 

Though he really enjoys his Hebrew read- 
ings courses, Briley's favorite Bible class on a 
daily basis is "How to Study the Bible." He 


believes the class is an "equipping" class, adding, 
"Not many students know how to study the Bible on 
their own. I think the course really helps them after 
they leave." 

Briley tries to encourage a lot of discussion in his 
classes, and he makes a point to avoid an authoritar- 
ian approach; he says that he likes to be conversa- 
tional and not talk down to students. Another thing 
he does to try to establish rapport with students is to 
sponsor a social club. Members of Kappa Chi agree 
that they feel very positive about and comfortable 
with him because of the relationships they have built 
with him through the club. 

Floyd, Greek scholar, is somewhat of a legend in 
the Bible department at Lipscomb. He has taught 
Greek to an astounding number of current faculty 
members, and the ranks of his former students 
continue to swell as he remains at DLU. 

Ami Webster, senior, was enthusiastic about 


Floyd's teaching manner. "His class is challengit 
so it really forces you to study the Scriptures if y 
don't want to fail." She adds that she could 
fathom his reaction to her questions at first, | 
them she realized that he just enjoys fielding qui 
tions and seeing that students are interested in 
subject matter. 

A former student of Floyd's who is now a me 
ber of the Bible faculty paid him one of the high 
possible compliments in talking about his Rome 
and Galatians course: "It's one of those life-char 
ing classes." 

In terms of impact classes, Harris's Bibli 
Ethics class has the reputation of being a great Bil 
class to take. His Christian Evidences course 
another class students make a special effort to be 

_ One of the keys to Harris's effectiveness in t 
classroom is his sense of humor. Not only does 
like to make funny remarks, he also tries to point ¢ 
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e humor of philosophers and theologians who are 
scussed in his classes, telling stories from the 
ces of Kierkegaard. Harris also has an approach 
hich is very conducive to questions and discus- 
on. And his love of the hippopotamus is always 
ady to relieve the strain of the deep discussions 
s subject areas sometimes provoke. 

Mossack, though only a part-time faculty mem- 
'r, is also an effective instructor. According to 
isty Dennard, "He teaches from his heart, not just 
shead." She finds him very receptive and accept- 
g of opinions different from his own, and she 
rrees with Stacey Speer's assessment that he 
yviously cares for his students. 

One way Mossack establishes this level of trust 
ith his students is by making an extra effort to get 
know them as individuals. As soonas he gets his 
ass lists and before the semester begins, he goes 

the yearbook and looks people up to try to 
mnect faces with names and to learn the names he 
es not yet know. This concern, supported by 
eparation, pays dividends. 

"Doug Varnado doesn't give you the answers, 
it he gives you the information for you to be 
mfortable wrestling with the questions your- 
If," says Paul Rogers, a student in Varnado's 
aristian Mind and Devotional Thought class.

One reason for Varnado's influence as a 
teacher is that his involvement reaches beyond 
Bible classes; while in the process of writing 
his dissertation, working with a church, and 
teaching, Varnado also directs one day of chapel 
each week, keeps track of DLU's student mis- 
sionaries in Prague and Kiev, and coordinates 
many of Lipscomb's summer mission efforts. 
All of this involvement with students shows his 
devotion and care, and that automatically adds 
credibility to what he says in class. 

In keeping with Bible teachers' goals of 
exciting students about Bible study, Varnado's 
Christianity in Culture class uses a format of 
case studies and discussions to examine practi- 
cal applications of Scripture in unfamiliar con- 
texts. Not only does he utilize missionaries and 
foreign students as cross-cultural resources, 
but his experiences as a missionary in London 
become valuable information as well. 

These five and all the Bible faculty are 
concerned with one thing: helping students 
search the Word in order to develop a closer 
relationship with the one greatest Teacher.

A Weekly! 


The Babbler, DLU’s student news- 
paper, experienced a change this year by going 
weekly for the first time in its nearly 70 years 
of history. Everything went well, as the paper 
appeared on time every week and exhibited a 
fresh, new look. A dedicated staff and high- 
tech equipment for layout were evident in 
every issue of the paper. 

"Going weekly had us all pretty scared 
at the beginning of the year," said junior Nathan 
Hollman, this year's editor. "But it turned out 
really well. As a matter of fact, being weekly 
probably improved the quality of each issue 
because it made sure we were always working 
and not procrastinating." 

A special issue of The Babbler ap- 
peared at the DLU-Tennessee State game Dec. 
7, the only time the Bisons played an NCAA 
Division I team this year. The newspaper 
doubled as the official program of the game, 
which the Bisons won 87-69. 

"I feel that working on The Babbler 
has given me good experience," said senior 
sports editor Scott Grissom, who put the ma- 
jority of that issue together. "Hopefully I can 
use the skills that I've learned from working on 
The Babbler in whatever career I pursue." 

Hollman said the writing staff de- 
serves most of the credit for the success of this 
year's Babbler.

Early Deadlines 


In order to produce the BACKLOG so 
that students and especially graduating seniors 
can receive their yearbooks before leaving 
Lipscomb, the yearbook can basically cover 
only the calendar year, not the school year; this 
is because the final yearbook deadline to meet 
the production schedule is very early--this year's 
final deadline was January 18. 

For this reason, spring events like 
Singarama, the NAIA national basketball tour- 
nament, and other spring sports are reported 
from the previous year; if the current year's 
events were all included in the yearbook, there 
would be no way to have it published until the 
fall. 

"The early deadlines are definitely 
the toughest part," says Josh Boyd, editor. 
"There has to be a lot of planning in order to 
cover events from last year which need to be in 
this year's book." 

For the first time, the BACKLOG was 
created almost entirely on the computer this 
year. With the exception of a few complicated 
layouts not possible on Pagemaker, all layouts 
and copy went directly from concept to com- 
puter to actual page. While this change was 
frustrating at first, it made editing much sim- 
pler. 

Assistant editor Jennifer Foster 
adds," It takes a lot of discipline to meet all the 
deadlines, but seeing a page that you designed 
in the finished product is a great feeling."

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A New Approach 


A Cappella, Lipscomb’s most ac- 
complished vocal ensemble, this year consists 
of 41 singers and is directed by Dr. Larry 
Griffith. For the first time in a number of 
years, there are freshmen in the group...eleven, 
to be exact. But not only is.the group large, it 
is diverse; there are approximately 15 different 
majors represented, with less than a third of 
them in music. 

A Cappella focuses on literature 
which is appropriate for choral festivals and 
special functions in which the group repre- 
sents the University. “Inthe past we’ ve mostly 
had a church-oriented repertoire, but this year 
we have added to our standard literature by 
way of major works, secular pieces, festival 
repertoire, and even some ‘seasonal’ works,” 
said Dr. Griffith. 

Performances include shows at the 
Centerville Church of Christ, Lipscomb’s 
Homecoming, the Tennessee Collegiate Cho- 
ral Festival, the Christian College Choral Fes- 
tival at Harding, the prestigious Tennessee 
Music Educators Association, and a planned 
tour northward to attend a special festival in 
the New York City area. 

“We try to communicate a Christian 
lifestyle through our music. No matter who 
we are performing for . . . we try to portray 
Christian attitudes and beliefs,” said Dr. 
Griffith. “We are a very tight group; we are 
not just a group which comes together to 
sing....I think that helps us display the neces- 
sary attitudes of a Christian group.”

A New Group 


In its first year, the DLU University 
Singers are directed by Dr. James L. Jackson. 
The University Singers take the place of the 
now-defunct Freshman Chorus and include 
members of all classes. After a major restruc- 
turing of the choral department, the University 
Singers is the largest singing group on campus. 

After seven years of having a Fresh- 
man Chorus, the size appeared to be dwindling; 
this was one of the causes of the restructuring. 
Students must audition for a spot in the Univer- 
sity Singers, but they may do so in one of two 
ways. They may audition for Dr. Jackson for 
immediate consideration for a spot, or they 
may audition for Dr. Larry Griffith’s group, A 
Cappella, and use the University Singers as a 
backup in case they do not make A Cappella. “I 
believe that the numbers may be down a little 
this first year in the University Singers because 
some of the people who try out for A Cappella 
and do not make the cut may see the other group 
as a step down and not join either group. 
However, I like to think of it as more of a lateral 
move,” said Dr. Griffith. 

The major difference between the two 
reorganized groups is the focus of their music. 
While A Cappella focuses on works for festi- 
vals and to represent the University to the 
academic community, the University Singers 
focus more toward the church community. In 
addition to their sound, both groups are impor- 
tant public relations tools when prospective 
students are able to see them perform.

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Distinct Sound 


An English fourteenth-century piece 
of music, "Angelus ad virginem" may not be a 
familiar work to most people, but it is one of 
the Early Music Consort's favorite works to 
perform. Early Music Consort specializes in 
pieces that are probably unfamiliar to the gen- 
eral public because most pieces they perform 
were composed in the Medieval and Renais- 
sance periods prior to 1600. 

Certainly Lipscomb's most unusual 
musical group, the Early Music Consort per- 
formed twice this year. Dr. Gerald Moore 
directed a Christmas concert in December and 
a spring concert which featured early music 
centered around animals and originating from 
all points--Eastern and Western Europe, Latin 
America, the Middle and Far East, and even 
Native America. 

A distinguishing feature of early 
music is that it has a very thin texture, unlike 
the rich harmonies of modern music. This 
thinness makes it easy for the audience to 
distinctly hear everything. Moore warns that 
this "transparent" sound has its drawbacks. 
"As a performer, there's no place to hide. 
When you do something wrong, it will always 
show up." 

Not only are vocal styles in early 
music different, but so are the instruments: 
some examples of EMC's instruments are the 
recorder, the gemshorn, the sackbut, the vielle, 
the viol,the lute, the harp, and the psaltery. 

Early music may be neglected by 
traditional ensembles, but it is well repre- 
sented at Lipscomb.

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Musical Variety 


The university concert band, directed by 
Dr. Stephen Rhodes, consists of about thirty of 
Lipscomb’ s finest musicians. Three times each 
week the group rehearses from its repertoire a 
variety of music that includes orchestral pieces, 
traditional marches, and original band arrange- 
ments. Rhodes selects the music that is heard 
at the band’s four performances each semes- 
ter. 

French horn player Lori Andrews enjoys 
the variety that the rehearsals add to her weekly 
schedule. “It’s a good break from the day,” 
said Andrews, “and the people in it are fun.” 

Andrews describes the music selection as 
““nteresting” and admits that some of the pieces 
played by the band are not typical. Along with 
the usual overtures and marches, Rhodes se- 
lects the works of twentieth century compos- 
ers. A unique piece entitled “Crystal” musi- 
cally interprets forms of crystals ranging from 
cyanide to dinner glasses. This piece empha- 
sizes the percussion section and includes such 
novelties as an interlude in which the glasses 
are “played” by running wet fingertips around 
their rims and another in which a resonating 
gong is lowered into a basin of water. 

Percussionist Grant Dalton prefers such 
pieces over the more traditional Sousa marches. 
"From a percussionist's point of view, if you’ ve 
played one you’ ve played them all," he said. 

Junior band member Jason James describes 
his goal: “I hope that the Lipscomb commu- 
nity will notice our growing program and reap 
the benefits of the music we make.”

About sixteen university concert band mem- 
bers meet twice every week for jazz band 
rehearsal. The group plays rock, jazz, and other 
related forms of music at two or three concerts 
during the semester, and it sometimes performs 
for local schoolchildren. 

Sophomore Duff Harris plays saxophone 
for the jazz band. "We play just about all basic 
styles of jazz," said Harris. "We focus some- 
what on Duke Ellington tunes and perform a lot 
of fusion tunes." Band members describe the 
latter music form as a combination of rock and 
jazz with a Latin American influence. 

Fred McMahan, a junior, plays percussion 
for the band. "I've been playing in bands since 
fifth grade," he said. "I think that it takes a better 
musician to play jazz-- jazz emphasizes more 
music skill than rock." 

McMahan cited a piece entitled "Androm- 
eda" that the band performed in the past. "It 
features every section of the band," he said. 
"And it's very upbeat. I also like the fact that it 
contains a long drum solo." 

Harris is just as enthusiastic about jazz 
music. "Jazz is a form of music that really | 
speaks to me," said Harris. "It's aform of music | 
that really needs to be addressed."
